General DESCRIPTION, 

OXFORD, diilinguifhed by its illuftrioaa Uni- 
vcrfity, and remarkable for it's Antiquity, was 
called by the Romans, Bellofitum We learn, 
that before their Conquefts, the Brhains con- 
fetrated it to the Mufbs, When the Place was firf^ for- 
tified docs^ not appear :. But the Walls now remaii^ing 
were probably raifed upon fomc former Foundation 
abodt the Time of the Conqneft, Robert jyOilie 
credted the CafUe; at the Command of the Conqueror 
in 1071. its maiTy Ruins ihew its Strength and £x* 
tent/ 

King Henry I. built a Ro^al Palace on BeauMdnff 
iieai- Gloucifter-Gnen, the Ruins of which are itill vi- 
£ible» where King Richard I. fumamed Ceeur d§ Lim^ 
was bom. Many fabulons Accounts have been col- 
ledled relating to the Origin of the University of 
Oxford; but Archbiihop VJhtr informs us, thatift 
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King Henry the Third's time, 30,000 Students refided 
here; and Rijhanger (who lived in the fame Reign) 
fays, that notwithftanding the Civil Wars had fo much 
difturbed the Peace and Quiet of this veneiable Seat of 
Learning, there were remaining 1 5 ,000 Students, fcbn 
Balliol (Father of BaUiol King of Scots) built a College, 
iio>v called by his Name, in 1263: And li^alter d$ 
Merton Bilhop oi Rccbejier Incorporated by Royal Char* 
ter that which is now called Merton College in 1274; 
and thefe were the firft endowed Colleges. 

In the City and it's Environs were feveral Monaftc- 
ries, the moil remarkable of which were 5*/. FrUefwUe*s, 
and Ofeney Abbey. • " 

The Bifhoprick, which was heretofore part of the 
See of Lincoln^ was eredled by King Henry VIII. and 
placed firft at Ofeney in 1542. 

The Situation is on an Eminence, rifing gradually 
from its Extremities to the Center. It is encompafTed 
by Meadows and Corn-fields. The Meadows, which 
are chiefly to the South and Well, are about a Mile in 
extent; beyond which axe-Hills of a moderate Height, 
bounding the Profpedl. 

The Eaftern Profpedl is likewife bounded by Hills 
at a little DiHance ; the Valley growing confiderably 
narrower towards the South: But the North is open to 
Corn-fields and Enclofures for many Miles together, 
without any Hill to intercept the free Current of Air, 
which purifies it from all noxious Vapours. It is 
wafhed by a Number of Streams : On the Eaft, by the 
different Branches of the Cher'well ; on the South and 
Wefl, by thofe of the Thames i all which meet and join 
a little below the City, formrng one beautiful River, 
yhe Soil is dry, being on a fine Gravel, which ren- 
ders it not lefs healthful than pleafant. 

The Town, including the Suburbs, is a Mile in 
Lengtli from Eaft to Wed, and almoil as much in 
Brcs^dth from North to South, being three Miles in 

Circumference; 
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Circumference ; but it is of an irregular Figure, and 
feveral airy Spaces are comprehended within thefc 
Limits, befides the many Courts and Gardens belong- 
ing to the refpeftive CoHegcs. 

The City, properly fo called, formerly furrounded 
by a Wall, with Baftions at about 150 Feet Diftance 
from each other, is cf an oblong Form, and about 
two Miles in Circumference. Magdalen College^ with 
the Baftern as well as the Northern Suburbs, which 
contain the Parifhes of Ho^y-WelU Magdalen^ and St. 
Giles^Sy with BaUioU Trinity^ St. Jobn*s and Wadham 
Colleges, are without the old Walls, of which fome Part 
remains as a Boundary to Nt'w College ; beginning near 
where Eafl-Gate Hood, and continuing almoft to the 
Clarendon Printing-houfe, where there was a Portal and 
a Chapel ; fome Remains of which are dill viiible : 
The Walls make an entire Boundary to the E;:fl 
and South Sides of Merton zn6. Corpus Chrijli Col- 
leges. The Fortifications and Outworks, raifed by the 
Royalifls in the Time of the Civil Wars, included all 
the Suburbs, but they are now almofl entirely demo- 
liflied. ^ - 

The principal . Street of the City runs froth Eaff 
to Weft, the entire Length of the Town, but un- 
der different Names ; the High-Streett beginning at 
Magdalen Bridge, includes at leaft two Thirds of that 
Length ; the Remainder is from Carfax to the End of 
Caftte-Street. The High-Street U perhaps without a 
Rival ; being of a fpacious Width aad Length, adorn- 
ed with the Fronts of ' three well built Colleges j 
St. Mary^s and All'Saints Churches'; terminated at 
the Eaft End with a View of Magdalen College Tower, 
and the beautiful new Bridge; which conMs of fix 
large Arches, and five fmaller ones. Every Turn of it 
prefents a new Objcft, and a different View ; each of 
which would make an agreeable Pidlure in PerfpedtiVe: 
Whereas, had it been ftrait, every Objedl would have 
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been feen at one and the fame Inftant> but more fore- 
fliortened than at prefent, 

The fecond Street is that which runs from South t# 
North, crofllng the Street already defcribcd, from 
jvhence the Centre has obtained the Name of ^ater 
Voisy or the Four Ways, corruptly called Carfax^ 
*rhe Conduit was erefted in the Year 1610, at the ex- 
penfe of Mr. Otho Nicbolfony Mailer of Arts of Chriji- 
Church, The Water is conveyed from Hinkfey^ twQ 
Miles from the City. Mr. Nicholjon was an eminent 
Traveller, bad attained a great Knowlege of the -Ofi- 
cntal Languages, and was treafurer to King James the 
Firft. 

The South End of this fecond Street is called Fijb- 
Street^ and the other End of it the Corn-Market i fron^ 
wbence we pafs into Magdalen Pariih, and St. Gi/ei^s, 
\vhich form a very fpacious Street, and in fome refpe£U 
is preferable to either of the former, efpecially to fucli 
as love Retirement; it haying the Pleafui-e and Ad- 
vantage of the Country, tho' conn^^ed wilk th/9 
Town. One End of this Sireet ij hj^f^dfomcly \crsaU 
nated by St. Gileses Church, and adorned with thfi 
Front of St. J^h^s College. . ... 

On the Ea^ Side of Tijh'^treef (commonly calle4 
St. Old\^ by Corruption from St^ Jhdaie\) fiaads 
Cbrtfi'Chttrch College \ the magnificent Front where- 
of is extended to 382 Feet in Lenstli. On the fame 
fide is the Town -Hall where the Town and County 
Seffions, and the Ailifes, are held; whicfa was rebuilt 
with proper (Conveniences for the feparate Courts^ at 
the Expenfe of Thomas Rownbst, Efq; late Repre- 
ientative in Parliament, and High Steward of this 
City. 

The chief Bridges arc, firft, Magdalen New Bridge, 
over the Cher<weU\ the Terrace of which is 526 Feet 
long, and confifts of eleven Stone Arches. The old 
Bridge being much decayed* and the Entrance to the

City both at the Eafb and North being found very 
inconvenient^ an Adi was obtained, i e Geo, III. to 
nake a commoidioas Entrance through St. Ciementt to 
Magdalen Bridge^ to rebuild the Bridge, to take down 
the Gates, to pave and light the Streets, and to re* 
move all Nufances. In purfuance alfo of the fame Ad 
of Parliament, on the North Side of the Higb-Street, 
between Carfax and JU- Saints Churches, was ereded 
the New General Market, 347 Feet long, and \iz 
wide, exceeding any Thing of the Kind as well in - 
Size as Ufe, in the Kingdom. The fecond, on the 
South Side of the Town, is over the Thames i where 
there is a Gate commonly called Friar Bac0n*$ Study. 
This is the Entrance from Abingdon in Berksf and is it- 
felf alfo in that County, and confide of three Stone 
Arches. The Third, on the Weft Side, is likewife 
over a Branch of the Thames, and is called High^Bridge, 
By two Adb of Parliament of the feventh and eighth 
of Geo. III. a beautiful new Road has been made at * 
an uncommon Expenfe from St. Peters le Bailey Church 
through the Caftle-Yard to Botley, which there divides 
to Fiftld on the Left, and Wttney on the Right. Thii 
fingle Mile, which before was a very inconvenient 
narrow Caufeway, is now completely finiihed with four 
New Bridges, and is become as omam'^'ktal as it 19 
an ufeful Key to the Weft and North- Weft Part of the 
Kingdom. 

There are in the City of Oxford, and Liberties, 
thirteen Parifties, q;/js. i.

are remarkable, <viz. St. M^r/s, AlUS^ntSp St. Pettr^i 
in the Eaft, and St. Jobn^s. 

St. Mfiy's. ftands on the Nprth Side of the Hsgk^ 
Struts and n the Church to which th^.Univerfity re- 
fort on Sundays and Holidays, Tt is welUproportioned, 
and handfomeiy built, in the Gothic Stile* The Porch 
is indeed in a. more modern Tafle, built at the Expenfe 
of Dr« Morgan Oiven, Chaplain to Archbiihop Laud^ 
An* JDom. 1637. The Chiu-ch confifls of three Ides, 
and a large Chancel, which is paved with black aivi 
wjiite Marble. The Vice-Chancellor fits at the Weft 
End of tke middle Iile« on a kind of Throne elevated 
fome few^ept; a. little below which fit the two Proc- 
tors ; on euher Hand, defcending, the Heads of Houses 
and Dodors ; below thefe, the young Noblemen ; and 
in the Area, on Benches, the Makers of Arts. At the 
Weft End, with a return to the North and South Ifles,* 
are Galleries for Bachelors and Under-graduates ; and 
under the Middle one are Seats for the Ladies. Ad* 
joining. to the North Ifle is Jdam de Brome^s Chapel; 
where the VicerChancellor, Heads of Houfes, Prodors 
and Preacher afiemhle before Sermon, and from thence 
go in Piocefiton to their refpedive Places. The Pulpit 
fUnds in the Center of the middle Ifle. In the Arch 
between the Church and the Chancel, is a good Organ^ 
originally built by Father. Sputb^ and fince improved 
by Mr. John Byfield. The Tower and Spire, which 
rifes from the Ground to the perpendicular Height of 
180 Feet, is a. very noble. and beautiful Strudnre, and 
contains a Ring of Six large JBells. , The Jloomon the 
North Side of the Chancel, lately repaired in the Style 
of the reft of the Churchy is now the Common Law 
School, where the Vinprifln Frokttor reads bisXedlures* 

On the Left-fide of the Weft Window, next to the 
Htgi^Streeu is a pretty Pkce of Sculptuxe, repre&nting 
a Woman down to. the. Wai& : It is.w:ell defigned^ and 
|>r(E>perly executed; though Time or Accident hath 
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iomewhaf impaired the Face^ whicb h^ been beaatifuK 
The Hood is of modern fa(hion« It is nnz^u-kable tha^t 
Foreigners CQmpliment this Curioiity with their No* 
tipe, tho' it is U(t}e obferved by the Inhabitants, 

JU^SMtits Chiirch (lands i^^ the iame Streot, a littkr 
to the Weftward of St. Matry^ ; and is a vtty beaudfiil' 
Fabric of white Stone. It I& adorned^ both within aaid 
withotttt with Pilafters of the Corinthian Order, an. 
Attic Story and Balluftrade elegantly finiihing it with« 
out, a curious fretwork Cieling, a neat Altar-Piec€« 
and well finiihed throughout. This Church is 73 Fee( 
long, 42 wide, and 50 high* without a Pillar. The 
Steeple is built after th^ Manner of feme of the new 
Churches in Lotuhn^ The i^rchited, the Rev* Dr« 
Aidmhy formerly Dean of Chrift-Cburch* 

St. F4ter\ in the Baft, near ^ueen^s^Cellegi, built by 
St. Grymbaldy is 840 Years old; and was the firft Church 
of Stone in tjiis Part of the Kingdom. It was formerly 
the Univeriity- Churchy and the Univerfity ftill go to , 
it ftytry Svmdd^f in the Afternoon .during henu This 
Pariih has more tQ boaft of, perhaps,* than any. one in 
Europe befides: For it contains five Colleges; wz^ 
Utti'Virfityj ^HttSf NeW'CoUege^ MagdaUn^ and Htrifird 
Colleges ; three Halls ; 'vi%^ St. Edntundt Mt^gdakn^ 
and uSi^iitf Halls; two Pesds of Ten Bells, and one of 
Six; and three Organs: Two of which belong to 
College Chapels, where Cathedral Service is performed 
twice a .Day ; and the other to the PariHi Church.* 

The laft Church which deferves Attention, is that 
of St. yohd^i which is a handfi)me Gothk Building. " 
We iTefer our Readers to Miirton College to iwhicb it be^ 
longs, for Particulass. 

Public Buildings of tU UNxvxRsiTy* 

The PUBLIC SCHOOLS, with one Side of 
the Library on the Wefi> form withUiafpac|oii9 Sq[nafie

of 105 Feet. The principal Front of the Schools on 
the Outfide is aboat 175 Feet in Length, in the Mid- 
dle whereof is a great Gate, with a magnificent Tower 
over it, in which is Sir Hefny Sa'vM's Library ; and 
the higheft Apartments of the Tower are ufed for 
Agronomical Obfervatiohs, and* fome Experiments in 
Philofbphy ; and from thence called the Obfervatory. 
Three Sides of the upper Story of the Schools are one 
entire Room, called the Picture Gallery. It 
is farniflied with the Portraits of many learned and 
famous Men, feveral large Cabinets of Medals, and 
fome Cafes of Books ; being intended as a Continua- 
tion of the Bodleian Library. Dr. Tanner^ the late Bifhop 
of St. Jfafbf bequeathed his valuable CoUedion of 
Manufcripts to the Univerfity, together with a Sum of 
Money to creft proper Cafes for them ; they are here 
depoiited, near the Entrance into the Gallery; and 
Mr. Willis^i and other Collections of Books and Coins 
are in a fmall Room adjoining. 

Dr. Edward Butler^ late Prefident of Magdalen Q<A» 
lej;c, gave 200 /. to carry on the Wainfcoting of the 
Gallery : which the late Duke of Beautort*, in the 
Y^r 1749 approving, ordered it to be completely 
£ni(hed at his Expenfe, as a TefHmony of his Affedtion 
for the Place where his Grace received his Education. 
This being now done, and the Pidures cleaned and 
repaired by Mr. Crawford ^ they are more advantage- 
oufly difpofed than heretofore; and their NumbeF 
greatly increafed by the late BenefaAions. 

The UNivfRSfTT Library, ufuRHy. called the 
Bodleian^ from Sir Tkomat Bodley^ its principal Foun- 
der, is a large, lofty Strudlure, in the Form, of a 
Roman H, and is faid to contain the greatefl Number 
of Books of any Librajy in Europe^ (except that of 
the Vatican) a Catalogue whereof is printed, in two 
Iblio Volumes. 

According to Camden^ * The Grtund on which the 
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* Divinity School was built was purchafed by tlie 

* Univeriity in the Year 1427^ and upon feveral Con- 

* tribations that StruAure was fbon begun ^ bnt inter^ 
' mittedy tillf by the Piety of Humphrey Doke of G^- 
' cefter, it was carried on and completed.! This if 
eilecmed a moft elegant Piece of Gothic Archite^ure^ 
furpafling every thing of the Kind in the Univeriity i 
being well proportioned ^ and Hnifhed in the higheft 
Tafle ; efpecialUy its Roof. * The fame Dnke, over 
' the Divinity School, ereded this Library, which hf 
' furniihed with many choice Volumes he procured 
' from Itafy in the Year 1440; and in the Year 1443 
' a much gieater Number, befides cpnfiderable Addi* 

* tions ^t his De^th, three Years after.f 

In the Year 1597 Sir Thomas Bodley repaired th( pl4 
Library of HumphreyDvikc of Ghcefter, and in 1599 
fitted it for the Reception of Bootes. An additional 
EaUem Gallery was begun by him in the Year 1 6 1 o; 
and another Gftllery, proje^d bv him, was erected 
afterwards, H^ furniihed the Liorary with the bell 
Books he could procure from all Parts of the World. 
U Mfe29«^Qr .c^ !^hk^ jllQp(fi^9c ^^ '£#rl of Dm/H 
caufed the Bud of Sir Thomaj tq^ be eiedfd in tjie* 
lAbrary. ■ , 

Sir Thomas BodUj died Jan. 28. 161 2, h^viiig; ]iro* 
irid^l ^•l^J'tes for tl^e OfiHiers, aadlfeping the li* 
brary in Rep^r. He alA> left Sfatotets for the Go* 
vernment of it, which were conibroed in Convoca^ 
tion ; and he wal de^l^^ by thie lJ[niv^r$ty to be th^ 
Founder. 

This Original Library has been {^odigienfly in^ 
creafed by many large and valuable Coiled^ons of

The Arundel Marbles are now placixi to Ad- 
vantage in a large Apartment on the North Side of 
the Schools. 

In the Logic and Moral Philofbphy School is the 
Colledlion oi Marbles, Statutes, Bufios, &c. which were 
many Years at Eaflon, the Seat of the Earl of Pomfret^ 
and were prefented to tKe Univeriity by the late Coon* 
tefs of Pomfrit.

This Edifice which jaftly deferves to be deemed one 
of our principal Corioiities, was built by that celebra- 
ted Architect Sir Chriflvpker Wren<, at the Expenfe^of 
Archbifhop Sheldon^ the Chancellor, in 1 669, and coft 
his Grace 15000/. to which he added 2000 /• to pur-* 
chafe Lands for the perpetual Repair of it. 

On the Weil of the Theatre is the Ashmolban 
MvsBUM, a handfome Edifice, built by the Univerw' 
iity at the Requeft of EHm AfimoU^ Efq; Windfir He- 
raid to King CharUi II. who placed here all the Rari. 
ties he had colle^d and purchafed, particnlarly from 
the two Tradefeauts. The Building was finiihed in 
1682, under the ConduA of Sir Chrifiopber Wnm, and 
is inferior to none in Symetry and Elegance. The 
Eaftern Portico is highly finiihed in the CorhaAiua Ot» 
der, and adorned wiSi Vanety ofCharaderillical £m- 
belliihments.

.the Stair- cafe, the Well of which is Oval ; the Steps, 
. which are of. Stone, eafy of Afcent, adhering to the 
.Wall at ope End, but feem rather to be upheld by the 
:IrofiKail .that is upon them, than Aipported under- 
neath at the other : This is deemed a curious Piece of 
Mafonry. The Awe we are (truck with at entering into 
the- Grand Area of the Library, we leave to the Expe- 
.tieac^ of thofe who feel it.; as it is not eaiily defcribed. 
The Pavement is of dilFexent coloured Stone, brought 

from 
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from Harts Fmreft in Girmany. The Piers or Butments 
of the Arches are adorned with PiUfters of the Imc 
Order. 

The Dome, which i% So Feet high from the Pave- 
xnent^ is wrought in curious Compartments in Stucco. 
It is chiefly lighted by Windows in the C^lindric Part, 
thereof; between which are Trefles of Fruits and Flow- 
ers. In the circular Part, without the Piers, are the 
Book-cafes and Reading-tables : This Part , is lighted 
by the fmall fquare Windows ; which are thus propor- 
tioned and difpofedyto admit of a Gallery above, which 
would otherwife have been too high* > This Gallery is 
sg^propriated to the fame Ufes ias*.the~0i^Cular Part be- 
neath. Over the DooJ- is a -very goo^r^tatue of the 
Founder by Ryjhrack : The bcft j^lht to yJew it from, 
is, diredUy oppoiite to it, in the Galler)^; Over the 
Entrance of ^ one of the Galleries is a Bi^ of Gilfh^ 
the Archited. The firH Stone of this fiilterb Building, 
was laid May 17* A.D.. 1737 ; and being compleatly 
finifhed, it w^ opened on Tburfdaf^ April 13,. 1749; 
when the Duke of Beaufort^ one of the Truftees, deli- 
vered the Keys into the Hands of the then Vice-Chan- 
cellor, who, in the Name of the Univeriity, returned 
Thanks to the Truflees . 

In this Library are a couple of fuperb Roman Can* 
dlefticks, of incomparable Workmanihip, given to the 
Univerfity by Sir R^ger NenA/tligat$i Bart. Their want 
of iimilarity adds.to their Worth, as by it we have the 
Benefit of more of the Ingenuity of ^he Roman Artifts, 
They vttve found in the Ruins of the Emperor AdriatC% 
Palace at Tivoli^ in the Camfama R(mana. 

Thb Public are indebted to Dr. RqdclijfkU Tniftees 
for the building and compleatly farniihing the Pub- 
lic iNriRMAR V at. the North Side of the City, which 
is maintained, and fupported by voluntary Contribu- 
tions fr/>m every Part of the Kingdom, and is diflin- 

guilhed 
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gtiiHiffd by tke Stile 6£Tht^r^daft and G^wrmrs oftii 
RtMiJfi Infirmdry^ fir tie BeHtf of tki Sick and Lamt 
Poor^ from nnhatenjer Cosnty recommtnded. An inftitnticn 
which in this Place m«ft be prodd^lW of very exten- 
^f ffenefitSi as, while it relieves the.«Poori it {tnfti 
fbr a School for die Students in Phyfic. 

The fame mdttilcene Truftees of Dr. Raddlff/s Will, 
to whoki ike Public in genenal, and thi^ Place iir par- 
txculor^ aa<e fo' greatly ind^btedi have built 'a nhagni- 
flcent 

ASTRONOMICAX OBSERVATORY, 
far exceeding; any other Bailding for that learned and 
uiefal Purpoie. It in erelted in an open, elevated Place, 
» little North of the Infirmary, Containing about ten 
Acres. The Gronnd wits a Benefadion of his Grace 
the Dttke of MarUorou^k. The Situation cohipletely 
adirantageous, and net incommoded by the Town. The 
Execution of the Obfervatory will be a lafting Honour 
to Mr. Vf^at^ the celebrated Architedl. 

After the Public Buildings, a Defcripdon of the 
Phtsic Gardbn properly follows. It is fituated on 
the South of MagdaUne College. This was the Dona- 
tion of Henry D^Anvtrs^ Ezrl of Danfy^ who pnrchafed 
the Ground (containing five Acres) of Magdalene Col- 
lege, furrounded it with a lofty Wall, and cre&edt next 
t^ the Street, a parapet with Iron Palifades thereon. . 
The Piers which (upport thefe and the other Iron-work, 
being properly ornamented with Fafesof Fruits .and 
Flowers of various Kinds, ferving as a Fence to the 
Green*Court, through which we pafs to the Gate>way. 

This Gate-way is Juftly efteemed an degant Piece 
of Architeaiure. The Defign is afcribed to Inigo Jones i 
nor is it itnworthy of that ArcHtea. The manner of it 
is thus : It is of the DorU Proportion, but without Trig- 
Ijpbs. Tht Columns and other Farts of the Builiyiig 

are 
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curioufly wrought with Ruflic. The Frontifpicce 
coniifts of two ihiall Pediments, and one of larger Di- 
meniion ; which, at its Extremities, partly covers thb 
other two. In the Center over the Arch is a £uA of 
the Founder, Lord Danby, 0;i the Left-hand of the 
Entrance is a Statue of Charles I. and on the Right- 
hand, one of Charles 11. The Niches in which thefe 
flrand are finifhed by the .two fmali Pediments above* 
mentioned. On the Face of the Corona and the Frize 
is the foUowiAg Infcription; viz. Gloria Dei optimi 
piaximi Honor i CaroU L Regis in Ujum j^cademia ^ Rei- 
publica H«nricu£ Comts Danby, Anno 1632. This In* 
icription is likewife on the Garden Front. 

The Garden is divided into four Quarters/ with % 
broad Walk down the Middle, a crofs Walk, and one 
all round. Near the Entrance, are two elegant and 
nfefiil Grein'HouJes^ one on the Right, the other on the 
Licft, built by the Univerfity for £xtf//V/; of which 
there is a confiderable Colledion. In the Quarters, 
within the Yew Hedges, is the greateft Variety of fuch 
Plants as require no artificial Heat to aourifh them, alt 
ranged in the proper ClafTes, and numbered. 

Eaftward of the Garden, without the Walls, is an 
excellent Hot-houfe; where tender Plants, fuch whofe 
native Soil lies between the Tropics, are railed and 
brought to great Perfedlion ; viz. the Anaua or Pine* 
Apple, the Plantain, the Coffee Shrub, the Caper Tree, 
the Cinnamon, the Creeping Cereus, and many others* 
•Thefe Pine-Apples have nearly tlie fame Flavour as 
thofe raifed in warmer Climates ; the Caper and the 
CoiFee Shrub alio bear well. 

This ufeful Foundation has been much improved by 
•die late Dr. Sberard^ who brought from Smyrna a valu.- 
able CoUedion of Plants. He built the Library adjoin- 
ing to the Garden, and fumiihed it with a curious Col*^ 
ledlion of Botanicsd Books, and a valuable Hortus Sitcusi 
The Eaft End of this Building is the Apartment for. 

D the 
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the Profeilbry wfaofe Salaiy is paid ont of the Intf reft 
of 3000/. given by Dr. SJbirardfor that Purpoie. The 
Affidant to the Profeifor is provided by the Univeriity. I 

We proceed next to nefcribe and give (bme Account 
ef the feveral Colleges; and as Magdalen College is 
the oeareft to the Place we laft mentioned, and the £rft 
we meet with in the Road from London^ it may not be 
improper to begin with that.

THB College of St. Mary Magdalen is fttuated upon 
the River Cberwell^ near the Phyfic-Gardcn. 
The firft Thing worthy the Attention of a curious Ob« 
ferver, is the Weil Entrance into the Chapel ; over 
which are five fmall hidorical Figures* of elegant Sculp- 
ture. That on the Right, in a kneeling Pofture, repre* 
ients the Founder ; the next William cf Wickbam^ the 
Founder of the two St. Mary Winton Colleges ; that in 
the Middle, St. Mary Magdalen^ to whom the College 
\% dedicated ; the next, in a kneeling Poflure, King 
Henry III. who founded the Hofpical which was con- 
verted into this College ; and that on the Left, St. John 
the Baptift^ to whom the faid Hofpital was dedicated. 

The Building on the Left-hand is the Preiident's 
Lodgings ; adjoining to which is a magnificent Gothic 
Gate-way (formerly the Grand Entrance into the Col. 
Jege) adorned with Statues as large as the Life, of four 
of the above Perfons, viz. the Founder^ St Mary Mag" 
dmlent King Henry IIL and St. John the Baftift. 

Between the Chapel and the above Gate-way we en- 
tfr the Cloyfter; near this Entrance is the Chape], 
which is a well-propordoned Edifice in form oiz Roman 
T inverted. The Ante-Chapel is remarkable for it's 
iPlegan; Monuments 1 particularly one« on the Left-hatid 
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ef the Organ-loft, creded to the Memory of Two Bro- 
thers of the Name of Lytt/g/oftf who were drowned itt 
the River Chertveil, one by endeavouring to fave the 
other. The whole of the Ante -Chapel has been lately 
adorned in an elegant Manner with a new Pulpit, Lec- 
turer's Seat, and new Paving. 

The Weft Window, painted in Claro Oh/euro^ wa$ 
done after a Deiign of ScJb-wariz which he ma4e and 
executed for the Princefs of JVilliam Duke of Bavaria^ 
as appears by a Print lately parchafed by the Society, 
engraved by Sadelar from the Original. It reprefcnts 
the Refurreftion; and, by the Print, was certainly a 
rrajid Defign ; but the Beauty of the Painting is much 
impaired. Till the Time of , the Civil Wars, all the 
Windows were painted in the fame Manner. Thofe 
now in the Chapel were removed thither from the Ante- 
Chapel in 1741'$ but not being a fufBcient Number to 
completely glaze the whole, two new ones have fiacip 
been added. 

The Altar-Piece was painted by I/aac Tulkft an. 
Englifi Hiilory-painter, about ito Years ago; who 
having ftudied and admired the mufcular Manner of 
Michatl Angela^ feems to have negle£led the graceful 
Blegance of Raphael : For although many of the Fi- 
gures may joflly be deemed excellent Anatomical or 
Academy Drawings; yet for want of that eafy and 
natural Difpoiition, peculiar to the lai! -mentioned great 
Mailer, and better Colouring, the whole appear^s crude 
;and unpleaiing. This Painting, however, gave occa- 
iion to the Writing of an excellent Latin Poem by Mr. 
Addijan^ (ibmetime Fellow of this College) which may 
be feen in the Mufa Anglicana, 

Underneath this Picee of the Reforredlion by Fulkr^ 
is an admirable Figure of our Saviour bearing his Crofs, 
fuppofed to be painted by Guido, It was taken at Vig9^ 
and brought into England by the late Duke of Ormond: 
But afterwards falling into the Hands of William Frte» 

D z many 
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man, Efq; of Httmels in Hertfordjhtrej he gave it tq the 
College. To this Gentleman the College is likewife 
chieBy obliged for an excellent Organ, two additional 
Bells to the Peal of Eight, and other coniiderable Be- 
nefa£lions. By his AVill he bequeathed an Organ, 
which then flood at Hameby to the Mufic^Rwm in OAf- 
fordy . provided there fhould be no Inftrament of that 
Kind in it at the Time of his Death ; otherwife to be 
.creded in the Hall belonging to this College : But the 
former happening to be the Cafe, it accordingly went 
thither; for which the Public and Moiical Society are 
obliged to him. 

The Altar has been built, in the prefent Manner, a 

•few Years only ; the Defign is elegant, and the Work- 

manlhip well performed : Beiides thci common Embel- 

liihments of the Corinthian Order, there are Feftoons 

over every Pannel (extremely well carved) which great- 

Jy enrich it. 

Each Window contains fix Figures, nearly as large 
as the Life, reprefenting the Apof^les, primitive Fa- 
thers^ Saints and Martyrs, Many think this Room ra- 
ther too dark at firft entering it, but afterwirds »#e 
better reconciled : The Otcafion of that Opinion is, 
undoubtedly, the Contrail between this and the Ante- 
Chapel, which they pafs through to it, and which is 
extremely light. Cathedral Service is performed here 
every Day at Ten and Four, except Snniidys and Ho- 
lidays, and then the Morning Prayers begin at Eight, 
on Account of the Univeriity Sermon., 

From hence, on the Right, we pafs into the Cloyller 
which enconipaffes the great Quadrangle, and remains 
in it's primitive State : The whole making the moft 
, venerable Appearance of any College in Oxford^ having 
. undergone the fewefl Alterations of any iince it was 
founded. On the South Side are the Hall and Chapel ; 
on the Wefl the Library ; and on the North and EafI, 
the Lodgings of the Fellows, Demies, &c. At the 

South* 
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Sonth-eail Corner of the Cloyfter, is the Way iip t» 
the Hal] ; which is a very fpacious Room, handfomely 
fitted up, and adorned with four whole length Pour- 
traits, viz, of the Founder J Dr. Butler the late Prefi- 
dent, William Freeman^ Efqi and Pnncc Rupert i two 
Half-lengths, viz. Bifhop Warner ^ a great Benefador 
to the Library, and Dr. Hammond. 

The interiour Part of this Quadrangle is ornamented 
with Hieroglyphics, of which, (though a celebrated 
Antiquary* hath been pleafed to call xhtm 'wbimjical 
Figures, tvjbicb fertve to amu/e the Vulgar ^ but are tnly the 
licentious Inventions of tbe Mafon,) we (hall here give a 
particular, and, we truft, a rational Account, from a 
Latin f Manufcript in the Library of this College. 

* Beginning, therefore, from the South-weft Corncri 

* the two firft Figures we meet with are the Lion^ and 

* the Pelican. The former of thefc is the Emblem of 

* Courage and Vigilance^ the latter o^ parental Tendeme/si 

* and JlffeSiion. Both of them together ezprefs to y« 
' the complete Chara£ler of a good Governor of a 

* College. Accordingly they are placed under the 

* Window of thofe Lodgings, which, originally, bc- 
' longed to the Prefident, as the Inftrudions they con- 

* vey ought particularly to regulate his Condud. 

* Going on to the right Hand, on the other Side of 

* the G^te-way, are four Figures, viz. the Scbool^wuifler^ 

* the Lawyery the Phyfician^ and the Divine. Thefe zxt 

* ranged along the Outfide of the. Library, and reprc*^

•f- This Piece is intituled Oedipus Magdalenenfii ; Explicatio *vix* 
Jntaginum, & Figurarum, qua apud Magdaientnfes ,'in interiori Collegti 
^uadranguh Itkidmbus impofita i/ifuntur. It was written by Mr. 
William Reih, fometime Fellow of this College, at the Requeft of 
"Dr, Clark, who was Prefident from the Year 167 x, to 1687, and tp 
whom it is infcribed. It is divided into two Parts. In the^firf^, the 
general Doftrine of Hieroglyphics is very learnedly difcuiTed. In the 
latter, he defcends to a particular Confideration of the Hiero^iypbici 
at Magdalen 3 and from Xtna Part the Account here given it exiii»^ed. 
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*' fent the Duties and Buiinefs of the Students of the 
^ Houfe. By means of Learning in general , they are 
to be introduced to one of the three learned Profef- 
fiottSy or elfe as hinted to us by the Figure with Gr^ and 
Be/h in the Corner^ they mud torn out Foo/s in the End. 

* We come now to the North Side of the Quadran- 
gle, and here the three firft Figures reprefent the 
Hiftory Of Da-vidy his Conqueft over the Lion and 
Goliah ; from whence we are taught, not to be dif- 
couraged at any DiiEculties that may Hand in oar 
Way, as the Vigour of Touib will eafily enable os to 
furmount them. The next Figure to thefe is that of 
the Hifpopotamost or River* Hor/e, carrying his young 
one upon his Shoulders. This is the Emblem of a 
good Tutor, or Fellow of a College, who is fet to 
watch over the Youth of the Society, ftnd by whoft 
Prudence they are to be led through the Dangers of 
their firft Entrance into the World. The Figure im- 
mediately following reprefents Sobriety ^ or Temperance^ 
that moft neceflary Virtue of a Collegiate Life. Thfc 
whole remaining Train of Figures are the Vices wi 
are inftruAed to avoid. Thofe next to Temperance 
are the oppoiite Vices of Gluttony and Drtmkennefs. 
Then follow the Lucantbropot^ the Hyana^ and Pau^ 
tber, ireprefenting Fiolencey Fraud, and Treachery \ the 
Gryphin reprefenting Co^etoufhefs, and the ne;ct Figur^ 
Anger J or Morofene/s, The Dog, the Dragon, the Deer, 
Flattery, Ewy, and Timidity; and the three laft, the 
Manticbora, the Boxers, and the Lamia, Pride, Content 
siou, and Xi^» 

* We have here, therefore, a complete and inftruc- 
tive Leflfon, for the Ufe of a Society dedicated to 
the Advancement of Religion and Learning ; and» 
on this Plan, we may fuppofe the Founder 6f Magda^ 
len thus (peaking, by means of thefe Figures, to the 
Students of his College. 

^ It is your Daty^ who live under the Care of a 

•* Prefidcnt, 
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** President, Whofe P^tgilann^ and Pamtal Tiniitntfs^ 
•• are th6 proper QuaHficadons to (lipport the Goverit. 
" ment of itiy Houfey attentively to purfue your Stu- 
•• dies, in yoviv fe'uernl Profiffims i and fo to avoid the 
** Follies of an idle, unlettered, and diffipated Coarfe of 
** Life. Yon may poffibly meet with matjy Difficultnp,

From the Cloyfter we go through a narrow Paflage 
in the North Side, into the Court where the New Build«» 
ing ftamh. This Edifice is 300 Feet in Length, and 
conHfts of three Stories above the Cellars, bcfidcs the 
Oarrets. This Front is fupported by an Ar<adey which 
forms a beautiful Cloyikr* The whole is built of Hed- 

Sngton 
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dinpdH Stone, and is juftly deemed an elegant Stradare* 
It has confiderably the Advantage of fome other modem 
Baildings ; for whereas the upper Story of thofe is com« 
mordy an jitttc, and confeqaently the Rooms lower 
than thofe of the m'lidk Story i the Rooms in the upper 
Story here are exadlly of the fame Dimenfion with 
thofe below ; and command a better Profpedi. Three 
Other Sides were intended to be added ; bat probably 
fince the Effed of that beaatiful Opening to the Mea- 
dow has been feen, * the Society may think proper, in 
fome Refpedty to alter their Defign, 

One unparalleled Beauty belonging to this College 
2S the extenfive Out-let. The Grove feems perfectly 
adapted to indulge Contemplation ; being a pleafant 
Kind of Solitude, laid out in Walks, and well planted 
with Trees, It has in it about forty Head of Deer. 

Befide the Walks which are in the Grove there is a 
very delightful, and much frequented one, round a 
Meadow containing about thirteen Acres, furrounded 
by the feveral Branches of , the Cberwellj from whence 
it is called the Water -Walks ; which yields all the Va- 
riety that could be wiflied : Some Parts of it running 
}n ftraight Lines, with the Trees formerly more re* 
gularly cut than at prefent ; others winding, and the 
Trees growing little otherwife than as Nature directs : 
There is plenty of Water as well as Verdure, and aa 
agreeable View of the Country adjacent. 

This College was founded by WtlUam Patten, called 
William of Wainfleet, from a Village of that 
Name in Lincolttjbire^ where he was bom. He was edu* 
cated at Winchefter School, and was afterwards Fellow 
t)f Ihw CoUegt in Oxford. Having taken the Degree 
4)f Bachelor of Divinity, he was appointed chief Mailer 
of Winchefter School, where he continued 1 2 Years, 
and then was made School-mafter, and foon after Pro- 
voft of Eton College by King Hemy VI. who preferred

him 
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him to the Bilhopric of Wtncbefter in the Year 1447, 
and in 1449 he was conftituted Lord iiigh Chancellor 
of England, 

He firil founded a Hall in Oxford without the EafI 
Gate, which he dedicated to the Honour of St, Maty 
Magdahrti and in the Year 1456 obtained LeaVe of 
King HeftryVJ, to convert St* y^Sn^s Hoipital, fituated 
farther Eaftward, into a College. It confifts of a Pre- 
iident, forty Fellows, thirty Demies, a Divinity Lec- 
turer, School-mafter, and Uiher, foar Chaplains, an 
Organift, eight Clerks, and fixteen Chorifters. The 
whole Number of Students, including Gentlemen Com- 
aioners^ is about 1 20. 

It was cuftomary oft St. Jci^ Bapti/i^s Day to have 
the Univerfity-Sermon preached in the Stone Pulpit at 
the Sottth-ea& Corner of the firft Court within the Col- 
lege Gate; which on that Ocdaiion was 'decked vKdi 
Boughs and Rufhesi alluding to St. Ji^fifn's preaching 
in the Wildemefs. 

The laft Thing we fhall take Notkc of, is the Tower, , 

This wa« «fe6led by the College under the Direction 

•of Cardinal f^o/jfe^ who was Fellow, (and at that Tidie) 

'Bar&r of t(his C^llega. U is about 1 50 Poet high, and

' The moft advantageous View of it» h from tHe 
Phyfic Gard«n< We muil not omit mentioning that 
this Tower contains a very mafical Peal of Ten Bells ; 
and that on May Day Morning, the Clerks and Chorif- 
ters aifemble' on tko Top of it, ^nd iiiftead of a Mait 
of Requiem for King Henry VII. fing chearful Son^s 
and Catches.

ON the Nonk Side of the High- Straff oppolite 
Uni'uerfity College, is Queens College. 

The whole Area, on which this £ne College is built, 
is an oblong Square* of 300 Feet in Length, and 220 
in Breadth, which being divided hj the Hall and Cha* 
j>el forms two fpacioas Courts. 

The Sottth End, which is the grand Front, abuts 
upon the High^Street^ in the Middle whereof is a mag- 
nificent Gate, and over it the Statue of Queen Caroline^ 
under a Cupola fupported by Pillars ; the reft of the 
Front being adorned with Niches ; but no Chambers 
on this Side, except at each End. 

The firft, or South Court, is a handfome Quadran* 
gki 140 Feet long, and 130 bro^d, having a lofty 
Cloifter, fupported by fquare Pillars, on the Wcft> 
South, and Eaft. Over the Wed Cloifter are two Sto- 
ries, confiding of the Chambers of the Fellows and 
Students, an elegant Gallery, and Common Room , 
and in that Cloifter is the Apartment of the Provoft. 
Over the Eaft Cloifler ai:e alfo Chambers for the Fel- 
lows and Students, and fome for thofe of the late Be- 
nefaction of Mr. MkbelL The fecond, or North Court, 
has the Library over it on the Weft, and Chambers 
for the Fellows and Students on the North^ £aft> and 
South. 

The Chapel is 100 Feet long, and 30 broad. In 
the arched Roof is a Piece of Painting by Sir James 
ThornhilU The Windows are admirably painted ; the 
Subjedl of that over the Altar, by Mr. Price in 1717, 
is the Nativity of our Saviour. The Side Windows 
"Were removed thither from the old Chapel : two on 
the North Side are the laft Judgment^ and two others 
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on the South, the Afcenfion. The reft are all of old 
Glafs, remarkable for the Livelinefs of the Colours. 
' There is a PafTage between the Chapel and the Hall 
from the South to the North Court, the Walls of which 
carry a handfome Cupola with eight Ionic Colunins» 
and all the proper Ornaments of that Order. Thd 
Outiide of the whole is a Doric Building, and the In- 
fide of the Hall beautified with the fame Order : But 
the Infide 6f the Chapel is entirely Corinthian, the 
Cieling of which is not inferior to the reft. 

The Hall is 60 Feet long, and 30 broad, with aa 
arched Roof of a fuitable Height* It is furniflied with 
Portraits of the Founder and principal fienefadors ; ta 
which has lately been added a good Pidlure of her pre- 
fcnt Majefty Queen Charlotte. It is extremely well il- 
luminated, and has a Chimney Piece of beautiful Mar* 
ble ; and there is an Opening from the Gallery over 
the Weft Cloifter, which feems deiigned for Mufic ; 
and hither Strangers are frequently brought, who deiire 
to fee the Society at Dinner. 

The Library on the Weft Side of the North^Court, 
about 1 23 Feet in Length, is a noble Building of the 
Corinthian Order, with a fpacions Cloifter to the Eaft, 
and the StiUu^ of the Founder,, and principal Benetton 
to the College, in Niches to the Weft, and is adorned 
with Stucco Work by the late Mr. Roberts. It has 
beautiful Clafles, a fplendid Orrery, and is furni&ed 
with a valuable Collection of Books and Manufcripts 
in moft Languages and Sciences. It is alio ornamented 
with a high-finifhed Figure of a Wild Boar. 

Robert Egglesfield^ a Native of Cumberland^ Confeftbi* 
to Queen Philippa^ and Bachelor of Divinity in this 
Univerfity, having purchafed feveral Tenements in 
the PariOi of St. Feter*$ in the Eafl^ eredied there 
a Collegiate Hall, at the Inftance (and, probably by 
the Encouhigement) of Queen Pbilifpa^ Cohfort of 
^ing Edward III. giving it the Name of Juh Scholit* 

rium 
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rittm Rigitue de Qxon ; and on the 1 8ch of jMHuary 
1 34O9 obtained the Royal Charter for incorporating the 
Society of this Hall or College ; by virtue whereof he 
conftituted a Provofl and twelve Fellows, ordering,- that 
the Provoft ihould be chofen out of the Fellows, and 
be in Holy Orders; and that for the future the Fellows' 
ihould be eleded out of the Counties of Cumbtrland 2xA 
Weftmorland, 

The principal Benefa6lors, befides the Founder, were 
King Edward HI, and his Queen Philifpai King Cbaritt 
L who gave this College three Redories and three Vi- 
carages in Hamffinrei Sir Jo/epb WiUiamfon^ Knight, 
ibn^me Fellow, who rebuilt Part of the College, and 
left 6000/. towards the finiihing of it, befides a moil 
valuable Library of Books; Dr. Barlow, Bifhop of 
Lincoln ; Dr. Lancafier^ the Provoft of this College, and 
Dr. Timotiy HakoUt were great Benefadors. And of 
late lieveral very confiderable Exhibitions have been 
f;iven by Sir Francis ^ridgman^ Lady Elizabeth Hajtings^ 
and Mr. Micbell of Bicbmond. » 

, Th£ Members in this College are a Provoft, fixteen 
Fellows, two Chaplains, eight Taberdars, (fo called 
from Taherdumt a ihort gown which they formerly wore) 
<6 Sckolats, two. Clerks, and forty Exhibitioners; Mr. 
Micb/lpjs eight Fellows, and four Scholars'; befides a 
great Number of .Maftsrs* Bachelors, Gentlemen Com- 
jnooers^ Cemmonerst and other ftudents ; in all about 1 1 o. 

A Cuftom here is, that they are calPd to Dinner and 
Supper by the Sound of the Trumpet, and the Fel- 
lows, as the Founder's Statutes dired, place themfelves 
t>n die further Side of the Table, the Taberdara on 
Snndays and Holidays difpnte on fome of the moft con- 
iroverted Queftions in Divinity; and on other Days 
render ibme Parta of Ariflotk^z Rhetoric^ Poetica, or | 
Ethics. 

Another Cuftom is, that the BuHar of the College, 
oa iVin«-2W*a Day, gives each Member a Needle and

OPPOSITE ^enh, on the Soudi Sid« of the Migk 
Street y flands Uni'uerfity College. The magnifi^ 
cent Front extends 260 Feet. In it^ at proper DiHances^ 
are two Portals, with a Tower over each. That on the. 
Weft leads into the old Court, which is a handibme 
Gothic Qnadrangle, of 100 Feet (quare. Over tho 
Gate) at our Entrance, on the Outdde, is a Statue of 
Queen Anne^ and within another of Jamfs II. Over the 
Eallern Entrance, on the Outiide, is a Statue of Queen. 
Mary^ Wife of William III. On the South of the 
Weficm Quadrangle ape the Chapel and HalL The 
Statue of St. Cuthbert is over the Door of the Chapel.. 
The Altar Window was given by Dr. Radcliffe^ as ap* 
pears by its InfCription, A. D. 16S7, the otlier Win- 
daws are of fine old Painted Glafs, well wcM-thy At- 
tention. The Roof of the Chapel is a welUwroughe 
l^rame of NorHi\;ay Oak. The Hall, at the Entrance pi 
which 16 a Statue of King Alffed, has been lately fitted 
op in a very beautiful Gothic Sty]e> at the Expenfe o£ 
many generous Contributors, and is a moft complettf 
l^ooDi of the Kind. 

'Btom this Courts throqgh a narrow Paf&ge on tha 
Eaft, we are led into another Area of three Sides, 8» 
Feet either Way. It is opened to a Garden on the 
South. The £aft» ;ind Part of the North Side, is ukea

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up by the Lodgings of the Mailer, which are commo- 
dious and extenfivc. In a Niche over the Gate on the 
North, is a Statue of t)r. Radcliffe. 

King Alfred m the Year 872, creded certain Halls 
in Oxford^ near, or on the Spot where this College 
ftands J and gave the Students in them fmall Penfions 
ifluing from the Exchequer. But it is certain that thefc 
Halls were foon alienated to the Citizens, and that their 
Penfions were fupprefled about the Reign of the Con- 
queror. The Founder of this College appears to be 
IFilliam Archdeacon of Durham^ who purchafing, A. D. 
1 21-9, one of the Halls which had been originally ereft- 
ed by King Alfred^ and very probably flyled Uni^verfifj 
Hall, of the Citizens, ^endowed it with L2nds. A So- 
ciety being thus eilalflifhed:, many other Benefaaori im- 
proved the Revenues 'and Buildings. Of thefe the mofl 
confidcrable arc Walter SMrl^y^i&ioi^ of Durham, who 
founded three Fellowlhips. ] Henry Piercy Earl of JVi>r. 
tbumberland^ A.D. 1443, added the fame Number. Sir 
^imo7i Bennety in the Reign of Charles I, eflablilhed four 
Fellowihips, and four Scholarlkips. 

As to the Buildings, the prefent fpacious and uni- 
form Strufture began to be ereaed, A.D. 1634, by 
the Benefadion of C %'les Greenivood, formerly Fellow, 
and was foon parried on by Sir Simon Bennet abovemen- 
tioned. Nor were fucceeding Patrons wanting to con- 
tinue fQ noble a Work ; till it was finally compleated 
fey Dr. Johrt Radcl(fe, who eredted the whole Eaftem 
Quadrangle at his own Expcnfe. He fettled on the 
College 600/. per Annnmy for two travelling Fellow- 
lhips, Students in Phyfic, to improve themfelves in the 
Medical Art. 

The prefent Society confifts of a Maficr, twelve Fcl- 
lows, feventecn Scholars, with many other Student* 
amounting in the whole to about 70. '

from Nqrth to South about 172 Feet, and in Breadth 
155. Tie Chapel of this College is about. 70 Feet 
long, and 3lO broad; the Ante-Chapel of the fame Di- 
menfions; the Altar-Piece is of a beautiful clouded 
Marble, and oyer it a fine AfTumption-Piece of the 
F9under, painted by Sir yames TiortihiiL Here are 
alfo two elegant Vafes, One on each Side of the Altar, 
by the fanie Hand; the Bas-relief of which reprefents 
the Inftitution of the Two Sacraments.

The Mew Library is a magnificent Gallery, 20b 
Feet long, and 30 lunond, and abont 40 Feet high, 
boilt of w^ite hewn Sfone, and finilhed at a givat %±^ 
pei^. The Ooffide ii Q^bit^ iki Cdnformity with 
the reft of the Quadrangle. The Infide confifls isf two 
grand Ranges of Bookcafes» one above the othto-^ inp- 
potted by Pilaftert eH the Doric and hmc Otders. Over 
the Bookcales are placed interchiingeably Vafeft anii 
Suftoes of many eminent Perlbns, formerly Fellows of 
thil Society.

Over the great Door is a very fine Bufl of the Foan* 
rfer, Archbifhop Chicheley^ in white Marble, done by 
Mr. Itouhriiac. The Elegance of the Room, and the 
Choicenefjrof the CoHeftion, confifting greatly of fcarce 
and foreign Books, make this eHeemed one of the beft 
Libraries in Oxford, 

The Statue of that generous Benefaftor, Col6nei Cod-' 
ringtony is eredcd in the Middle of the Library, on a 
Pedeftal of veined Marble ; this Part of the Building 
being twice the Breadth of the reft. It appears by an 
Jnfcription on the Fedeftal, that the Colonel died Anno 
1710, and that the Statue was ereifted in 1730- The 
Area, or wide Space in the Middle Of theEuilding, 
divides it in a manner into two Rooms. 

The Hall is an elegant Room, in whith are the Por- 
traits of Archbifhop C^/V;&^/^; Pounder; Colonel Cod;- 
ringtott, and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd. At the upper End df 
the Room, under the Fonnder'3 Picture, is a Piece of 
Sir James ThornhiWs reprefenting. the Finding of thbi 
Law« and Jojiab renting his Cloaths, from 2 Kings 
xxii. II. Over the Chimney-piece, which is a very 
neat one bf Dove-coloured Marble, is a Btiftorthis 
Pounder, and on one Side of him lynaker^ and on the 
other John Ldand^ .the famous Antiquarian and Author 
of the Itinerary ; who,, as Mr. H^arheinfotttiS u^, was 
a Member of rfils Society, This Room is omamented 
with many other BuflB^ which ar? chiefly- Copies from 
antiq^ue Originals* Tbe 
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The College Buttery, which is divided by i Pst^tgk 
from the Hall, is a very pretty Room, of an oval Foftlt, 
with an arch'd Stone Roof of very coriotts Work, 

The Common Room is a very good One, being k 
Cube of 26 Feet, and Kghted by a large Venfettan 
Window. 

The Wardens Lodgings, which front the HigJ^^ 
Street^ and are contiguous to thte reft of the College; 
is a handfome Houfe, late the Dwelling of G^rge 
Clarke^ LL. D. a great Benefadon 

The Private Apartments of the College are general!;^ 
ytry neat and convenient. The Room in the Old Qiia- 
drangte, which was formerly the Library, (before xht 
New one above-defcribed was finifhed) is lately fitted 
up, by one of the Fellows, in a very elegant Manner, 
in the Gothic Tafte ; and is defervedly eftcemcd one of 
the Curiofities of the Houfe. 

The Founder of this College, I>r. Heiiry CUchekf^ 
was born at Higham Ferrers in Nortban^tonjhire i and 
having had his School Learning in that Town, was, in 
in the Year 1387, m^^t hy WiUiiim 6f Vf^kebam, one 
of his firft Sett of Fellows at New Cottege in Oxford^ 
where he took the Degree of Dodlor of Civil Law. 
He was made Archdeacon of Sarutn^ and afterwards 
Chancellor of the fame Church ; and becoming; kntowa 
to Henry IV. was fcnt on fcveral Embaffies by that Mo- 
narch, and advanced firft to the Bilhopric of St. jyavi^t^ 
in which having" continued five Years, he was ttanflated 
on July 29, 14 14, to the See of CanferBvtyt of which 
he remained Archbifhop twenty-nine Year*. He laid tht 
Foundation of JH Souls Coltege in H37; the Charter 
of Incorporation is dated M^ zo, t6 Henty VL iik 
which it is called CattegfunL AttimarsM o)tmiam' fideUunt 
defunBorum de Oxon. that is, ilk CedUp tf this Souls of 
ttll FiSitbful P§(fU difaf fid tf^ OifoT^. 

By the Statutes he gave this College, he appointed 
forty Fellows, whereof twvnty.four were* direfied to 

ftudy 
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fiudy Divinity and Pbilofophy, and the other fixteen 
the Civil and Canon Law. He procured from King 
tienry VL 'a Grant of the Lands and Revenues of fe- 
veral difTolved Priories to endow his College, and in 
his Life-time eredl^d the Chape], and all the reft of 
the Buildings (except fome very modern ones) which 
coft him 4545 /• and at his Death g^ave to the Society 
the Sums of 134/. 6/. 8^. and 100 Marks. 

The ii^oft coniiderable Benefadors, next to the Foun- 
d<er, have been Colonel Cbriftepher Codringtotit Gover- 
nor of the Luward I/lands^ and Fellow of All-Sou/st 
already-mentioned.; George Clarke, LL. D. the late Duke 
of Wharton; DotUingt&n Grevilley Efq; Lieutenant Ge- 
neral Ste<wart, and Sir Nathaniel Lloyd^ who, at the 
Time that he was Fellow of this College, was Head of 
of a Collece in Cambridge, The Colonel bequeathed 
6000 /. for Duilding the noble Library already defcrib- 
ed, his own valuable Study of Books, and 4000/. more 
to purchafe new ones ; and Dr. Clarke gave his beau- 
ful Houfe, ISc. for the Ufe of the Warden fuccef- 
iively of the College. He alfo much augmented the 
Chaplaiuihips. 

In this College are a Warden, forty Fellows, two 
iChaplaiAS, and fix Clerics. 

A very pecuUar Cuftom is the celebrating the Mal- 
lard Night, every Year, on the 14th of January, in 
Remembrance of an exceffive large Mallard or Drake, 
fupp^fed to have long rang'd in a Drain or Sewer, 
where it was found at the Digging for the Foundation 
of the College. A very authentic Account of this 
Bvent hath lately been retrieved, and publiihed to 
the learned! "yVprla, from a Manufcript "of Thomas Wed- 
Jtngham the Hiftbrian, and Monk of St. Man*$, It is 
the CaiiCe of much .Mii;t^, for on the Day, and in Re- 
membrance of the Mallard, is always fung^a merry Old^ 
Song fet to ancient Mufic. .

The Founders, with a View to both Afefc alldetft 
Seats of Leirniiig, oftlettd their N<9V Seminary to be 
calledy The King's Hall and College of Brajgn-Nofem 
Agreeable to its Antiquity as Ufo^erfity iialli tlitre 
are ftill over the Door of the Refcftory two very an- 
cient Bulls : The one of the glorious Alfred the firft 
Founder, the other of John Erigenaf a Scotjkan^ whP^ 
firft read Lectures there in the Year 882. 

The Refedory itfelf is neat and convei>ient> ad^rd^

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cd with the Pi^lures of the principal fienefafldrs, and 
very good Paintings on Glafs of the two Founders. It 
ftands on the South Side of the firft Quadrangle. In 
the G«mct- of -which is'a Statue of Cain and j^beL ' "

IS fituated oppofite to the Gate of the Public 
Schools, confining of one Court, which about i 
fifty Years ago was l>eg.un to be rebuilt. The Col. 
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lege Is intended to be eredled in the Form of a Qua- 
drangle, toconfift of four Angles, ^nd four inter- 
mediate Buildings; each Angle to coniift of three 
Stair-cafes and fifteen fingle Apartments ; every Apart- 
ment to contain an outward Room, a Bed-place, and 
a Study. Of thefe the South Eaft Angle, and the 
Chapel in the South, the Principal's Lodgings in the 
Eaft, the Hall in the North, and the Gateway (with the 
Library over it) in the Weft, are already finifhed, agree- 
able to the Plan of the Oxford Almanack of the Yeat 
1747. . ^ 

Hertford or Hart-Hall^ an ancient Houfe of Learn- 
ing, was an Appendant to Exeter College. But having 
received .an Endowment in Part, was, at the Requeft 
of Dr. Richard Nenvtoftf then Principal, who Endow- 
ed the Senior FeHowihips, incorporated. Sept, 8, 1 740. : 
And, though it is. now ftiled Hertford College, it 
may be called by the Name of any other Perfon who 
will complete the endowment of it, or become the 
Principal Benefador to it.

'^r,EW College is iituated Eaft of the Bchwh and 
-^ '^ Theatre, and North of ^eeif^^ from which it is 
fefiiaFated only by a narrow Lane. It is dedicated to 
St. Mary Winton^ and has been called Nenx) College from 
its ^rft Foundation, being at that Time highly regard* 
cd for its Extent and Grandeur. 

'We enter this College by a Portal, leading into the 
£rft Court, which isa^Qs^dningle of about 168 Feet 

.> longj 
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long, and 129 broad, with a Statue of Minerva in the 
Middle of it. This Court, built at the Fonndation of 
the College, was low, with narrow- arch'd tranfom 
Windows, in the Fafliion of the Times: But ibon after 
the ReHoration of King Char let II. another Story- was 
added over the old Building, and all the Windows al- 
tered to their pre^nt Form. On the North^Slde is the 
Chapel and the Hall ; on the Eaft the Library ; on the 
South the Fellows Apartments, and on the Weft the 
Warden's LodgingSi which are large aad.commodiojis, 
furnifhed with fome valuable Portraits. 

In the North- weft Corner of the Court is the En- 
trance into the Chapel ; by much the grandeft in the 
Univerfity. Tl^e ^orm of it is like that at Magdalen 
College, but larger. The Ante-Chapel is Supported by 
two beautiful Staff-moulded Pillars. The large Weftem 
Window was lately painted by Mr. Ftckei <5f Yerk, 
This Part is upwards of 80 Feet long, and 56 broad. 
The inner Chapel 100 Feet long, 35 broad, and 65 
high. As we enter the inner Chapel the moft ftriking 
Objjedt is the Altar-piece; the Painting whereof was 
^one by our ingenious Countryman Mr. Hemy Co^i, 
who flourifhed.abput ap hundred Years ago. It r^reients 
the Concave of a Semi'Rotunda in the Ionic Order, with 
a Cupola adorned wi^h cui^Qus Moikic WorJc ; in which, 
the Eaft End of the Chapel fecms to terminate. The 
Altar, which is pardy boih of Wood and partly Painted, 
intercepting in fome Degree the View, greatly favours 
the J)£ciftio ; particularly two large open Pannels in 
^ lower Put tharoof, which h^ve a good £:fibS. 

In the upper Part of the Altar-piecej^ which is pahit- 
f d in fucb a Manner as to. feem the Finiihing- of the 
Wood-work that fuppprts it, is^ a Frame and Fannel» 
wherein is reprefented the Salutation of thp Virgin 
Maryi atid above the Entablature hangs hovering a

: Having condu&ed our Reader to die furtheft Part of 
.the College, we would recommend a View of ^e Buil- 
ding from die Mount; whence the Garden Court, in 
particular^ has a very grand Efedi: For from^thfuice 
- ^ the 
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litte Wings appear propeiiy difplayM, and die whole is 
feen at a convenient Difbkce. The Fevfpe^ive View 
anneTted was taken from thence. 

The laft Ciirioiity we (hall mention, is a beatatiful 
elliptic Arch which is turned over a Lane, for the Con* 
venience of the Warden to pa^ into his Garden with- 
out conring oat at the College Gate. The Lane it it 
thrown over is without the Cdlege» and does not turn 
at Right- Angles from that leading to the College, but 
runs obliquely ;- which renders the Contrivance of it 
the more artful. A curious Obferver will, neverthei 
lefi, if he examines the Ribs of c^e Arch, difcover that 
they form ftralght Unes from the Abutments on on« 
Side to Ihofe on the other, notwithfiaoidisig the Whole 
in a Front-'view ieems a-twift. 

/ This College was founded by William Ltatge^ a Na* 
4;ive of Wjkeham in Han^ire, ftom whence he obtain- 
«d the Name of WilUam of WvkehaMv His txtraor- 
4inary Integri^r recommlended him to the higheft Truft 
and' Favours hi King Edward tiie Third. When young' 
he was employed by that King in moft of the Buildings 
et that Time carHed on by the Crown, particalarly m 
the rebuilding Windfir Caftle in the magnificent Form 
4n which it now appears. He was foon advanced to 
Sorsnt of the moft considerable Preferments in the Church, 
and in 1 366 was coniecrated Biiiop of WiHch$fter^ in 
the 43d Year of his Age. . His Advancement in the 
State kept Pace with his Preferment in the Church . la 
1 364 thc'Kinfg 'grantediiim^ tos.ptr Day out of the 
Exchequer, lie was made Keeper of the Privy Seil 
-in 1 564 ; and Chancellor of Engiandf Sept, 17, 1 367. 
Froiffart fays of Wykeham^ that he was fo much in F^ 
vour with King Edward III. th^t evmy^bipg 'was dene 
,by bim^ and nothing *was done nu th^ui him. His Munifi- 
r^e^iQe proceeded always from a conflant generous Prin- 
.ciple, a true fpirit of Liberality. It was not owing to

£llc6t of mature Deliberad<m and prudent Choice. 

The Foundation Stone was laid March 5th« 13791 
ind it wis fiAiihed on April 14* 1386, when the War- 
den and Fellowt took Po0effion of it.

The Chapel is a fpacious EdificCt -.at the North-eaft 
Angle of the fame great Court, and has that venerable 
Appearance foreraari^able ia the Chapels at Ne<wC§l^ 
iige and Mag^alen^ having the Ante-Chapel at right 
Angles .with, the Choir. What is moft admired here 
is a vei^r large Wijulow, ar the. Bail End, of the Paf- 
ilon of^tar Saviour, by FimLingf wherein are a great 
Variety of Figures admirably done, which coil 1 500 /• 
The Windows on the Sides feem to be of the fame 
Workmanship ; but the greateft Curiofity in thit Cha- 
pel is the Painted Cloth, if it may be fo called, at the 
lower Part of the Altar.

Sir J9hn BalUoh of BimarJ Caftle in Yorkjhire^ Fa- 
ihet of J^hu Ba!li9l^ King of Scotland, firil defigned 
the Foundation of this College for the Education of 
Scholars, to whom he gaire yearly Exhibitions till he 
could provide them an Houfe ; hat dyiiig before he 
flurchafed one, he recommended the Defi^ to his Wi- 
dow DenorgMiiUi^ Daughter of Altxander IIL King of 
Scotland, who firft fettled thefe Exhibitions ; and in 
J 263 purchaied a Tenement for her Scbolar4 of BaUiol^ 
and conveyed it to the Mailer and Scholars of this 
Hoafe for ever for their Habitation^ iutving obtained 
A Roysd Charter for that Purpofe. She afterwards ad«

The Buildings of this College chiefly conflfi of ti9p 
large Quadrangles. We enter the firft by » kaii4* 
fome oid Gateway with a Tower over it. It is fovie;! 
by the Hall and Chapel on the North, the Preiident's 
Ix>dgings on the BafV ^ui4 the Chamk>ers of the F«^ 
lows. Scholars^ and cdier Students^ on the Soufh ai^ 
Weft Sides. The Hall is elegant, bein|^ well piopof- 
tioi^, ' and handfpmely wainicotted, with a beaodfol 
aith'd Roof, a Screen of ^ort^and Stone, and a gr«id 
variegated Marble Chimney-piece, containing a Pidnre 
of St. JoJ^n the Baptift, by Titiofu It is likewife adorn- 
ed with many other Pidures ; viXm at the upper Enify 
by a whole-length Portrait of the Founder; on his 
Right-hand Archbifhop Laudt and on his Left Arch* 
bifhop Juxon. On the North and South Sides of the 
Room are thofe of Bilhop Mrw^ Bifhop Buckridget Sir 
IFtlliam Paddy^ and other eminent Men who have been 
Members of, and Benefadiors to, this Society* . 

North of the Hall is the Common Room, handfome** 
ly wainfcotted, with a Chimney-piece of Dove-co- 
loured Marble, and a Cielin£^ curioufly adorned with 
Compartments and Shell-work in Stucco, by Mr. ^^- 
Uris. 

The Chapel, which is adjoining to the Hall, is-ia 
all Refpeifls neat and conunodious. It is divided from 
the Ante-Chapel by a new elegant Screen, over which 
has lately been eieded a \try complete new Organ 
built by Mr. ^xfUld* It has now an £legance which 
refults from, feverai high finiihed yet £mple Ornaments.

The Gardens belonging to this College are extreme^ 
ly agreeable, very cxtenfive, and laid cot, with all 
thofe Graces which arife from a fiicce€ioa of Beauties 
fo difpbled as to'ftrike us gradually and unexpededly. 
• This College was founded by Sir ThoftiOs Wkkt^ Al- 
derman and Merchant-Taylor of £^;r^;»; atnd afterwards 
Anno if57» he endowed it with feveral coii£deftd>le 
Mancrf, and at his Death bequeathed the Siun of 3000 A 
to parchafe Lands to increafe the Rievennes of iL. Htf 
originaUy defigned Merchant --Taylors Schob! in Londta 
for the only Seminary for this College; but being of a 
more Public Spirit dian to* confine hmfelf to ady one 
Place, he allowed two Pel1o<^ihips to the City of Ctf-* 
nfentry, two xoBriftolf two alfo to the Town of ReadiM^f 
ahd one to Tunhridgti. > 

The moft coniiderable Benefa^ors iince, have been 
Sir William FiMy^ who founded and endowed the Chairs 
and built that Side of the New Quadrangle, of which 
the Library is a Part.

At entering 
into the Colleges we have the Chapel and Hall on each 
Side, both of which are 29 Feet in Breadth* and 50 in 
Length : Thefe are juii: built. The Library, which is 
% magnificent hpic Edifice, on the Wefl of the Chapel 
and HalU is 100 Feet in Length, fupported by a ipa- 
cioiis Cloifter. It is furni/hed with a fine Colledion 
cf Books, chiefiy the Library of Dr« Clarke^ late Fellow 
•f Ml Souls College; in which is Imgo Joneses Pal« 
ladio, with his own Manufcript Notes. According to 
the Plau iftt>pofed, this College is to confift of a ipa- 
cious Building* The Chambers of the Fellows and 
Scholars on the North and South, and the Gardens, 
which are to lie on a Defcent to the River, on the Weil. 
The Apartmient of the ProvoH is at the North-weft An- 
gle. From whence this College will enjoy not only the 
pleaianteft Situation, but be one of the moil elegant 
Stru6lnres in the Univerfity. 

The College was founded Jtmo 1 714, by Sir Thonuu 
Cooketf for a Provoil, iix Fellows, and iix Scholars.

X>t. Qkrki founded iix fellowihips and three Scholar*

Chaplains of. the four appropiated Churches. And 
what much enhanced theMent of his Beneficence was^ 
that his Beiiefadtion took Place immediatelv; and they 
all received their refpedive Shares of it half yearly, 
for fev'eral Years, while thdr Great Benefa^or was

^ Chnrch on the North, Cerfus CMfii Colle^^ b» 
the South, and Chrift Chunh on the Weft; the En- 
trance is on the Weft. It chiefly confifts.of one regu-^ 
lar, uniform^ well-built Quadrangle. On the North 
Side whereof is the Library and the Provoft's Lodg^ 
ings ; on the Eaft the Hall, and the Entranice into the 
Chapel, which runs Eaftward from thence; and oa 
the South and Weft Sides are the Chambers^ of the 
of the Fellows and other Students. - 

Oppofite to the Great Gate we afcend by a large 
Flight of Steps, having a Portico over them, to the 
Hall $ which is a well-proportioned Room, handfbme- 
ly wainfcotted, with a Deric Entablature, and adorned 
with three Whole-length Portraits, wiz. in the Mid- 
dle, at the Upper-end a vtry fine one of King Edward 
IE. enthroned with his R^giUia^p by Hudfin\ on his Right 
Hand, one of Queen Anne hy DM; and on his Left»' 
one of the late Duke of Beaufort, in his Parliament^ 
robes, having a Negro Servant bearing hie Coronet, by 
Seidi. 

The Chapel, which has been lately repsured and or« 
namented, has that Beauty which is derived from a de- 
cent Sitaplicity: The large Ehft Window, JheWifi 
Mm iffering^ was- lately painted by Mr. ^etkat^ from 4 
Defi^n by Y^t. Wall: 

Through a FafTage on the North Side, we enter the 
Garden Courts Thie Garden is fenced at this End with

by a Dwarf- Wall and Stone Piers. On either Hand it 
a Wing of new Building, in a Style conformable te' 
the Quadrangle.

^ORPUS^CHRISTI College Hands' between Chnjt^ 
^^ Church on the Weft, Merton College on tHe Eaffc, 
and Oriel College on the North ; coniifting of one Qua** 
drangle, an elegant Pile of modern Buildings, in which: 
are pleafant and commodious Rooms (that look into 
Merton and Chriji -Church Meadows} and a Cloifter ad- 
joining ; alfo a neat Struf^ure which looks Eaftwards 
towards Mtrton College Grove, in which- are Apart- 
ments appropriated to (jentlemen -Commoners, wHofe 
Number the Founder has confined to Six, and who are 
to be Sons of Noblemen, or other eminent Perfons. 

On the £aft Side of the Quadrangle is the Hall^ 
which is 50 Feet long, and 25 broad, and of a pro- 
portionable Height, 

_ The Cylindrical Dial in the Quadrangle is fet at I^ight 
Angles with the Horizon^ the common Sedions where- 
of, with the fiour Circles, except the Meridian Circle 
that divides it by the Axis^ as alfo the Equinodial, arc 
all Ellipfes, and is a £ne old Piece of Gnomonicks. On 
tlie Column is a perpetual Kalendar. 

The Chapel, which is lituated at the South- eaft Cor- 
ner of the Quadrangle, is 70 Feet in Length, and 25 
in Breadth. 

The Library is well furnifhed with Books, particu- 
larly a large CoUedlipn of Pamphlets from the Refor- 
mation to the Revolution. About ^oa MSS. An EngUfi 
Bible, fuppofed to be older than Wickliffe*s. A Parch* 
me^Lt Roll, <;ontaining the Pedigree of the Royal Fa- 
mily, and the feveral Branches of it, from King Alfred 
to Edivard VI. with their Arms blazoned, iigned by 
the King at Arms ; and federal o(her Curiofities;, par- 
ticularly an ancient Manufcript Hiiiory of the Bible in 

H French, 
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Frenchf finely decorated with curious Paintings, given 
by General Oglethorpey who was a Member of this Col- 
lege; and alfo a very valuable CoUedion of the firft 
Editions of the Clafiics. 

They fhew here alfo the genuine Crofier of the Foun- 
der, a Piece of curious Workmandiip^ little impaired 
by Time. 

• This College was founded in the Year 1 5 1 6, by Dr. 
Jticbard FoXj a Native of Ropejley^ near Grantham in 
tincolnjhiret who was fucceflively Bifhop of the Sees of 
Exeter^ Bath and WelU^ Durham and Winthefter^ and 
^as likewife Lord Privy Seal to King Henry VII. and 
Benty VIII. He firft intended it only as a Seminary 
for the Monks of the Priory, or Cathedral Church of 
St. Snvithin at Wtnchefier^ and obtained a Charter for 
that End ; but altered his Mind by the Perfuaiion of 
Hugh OJdhamy Bifhop of £^xe/er^ who engaged to be a 
Benefador to the Houfe, en condition that he would 
cdnvert it into a College for the Ufe of fecular Stu- 
dents, after the Manner of other Colleges in the Uni- 
vcrfity : Whereupon Biftiop Fox caufed the firft Char- 
ter to be cancelled, and obtained another, whereby he 
was permitted to found a College for the Study of Di- 
vinity, Philofophy, and other liberal Arts. The Char- 
ter of Foundation was dated at the Caftle of JVoheJly^ 
on the Calends of March 1 5 1 6. 

He afligned a Body of Statutes for the Government 
of this Society, whereby he appointed, that the Fellows 
ihould be eledled out of the Scholars, who are to be 
chofen from the Counties or Diocefes following, w«. 
two Surry, three Hampjbire, one Durham, two Bath and 
Wells, two Exeter, two County of Lincoln, two Gloucef- 
terjbire, one Wiltjhire, or (in Defeft of a Candidate) the 
Diocefe of Sarum, one County of Bedford, two County 
of Kent, one County of Oxford, one Laucajhire, 

Among the Benefa^lors was Hugh Oldham, Chaplain 
to Margaret Countefs of Richmond, and afterwards Bi-

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top of Exeter, who gave 6opo Marks towards the buil* 
ng of this College, befidcs feyeral Eftates for the En- 
dowment of it.

MERTON College. 

'ERTON College" is fituated Eaft of Corpus Chriftu 
and confifts of three Courts. The largeft, or in* 
Court, is about xio Feet lopg, and 100 broad.. 

Chapel is at the Weft End of the firft Court, 
is likewife the Parilh Church of St. John Baptifl 
\'i$ertm. It is one of the largeft and beft proportion'd 
i/VStrudliires in the Univerfity, 400 Feet in Length, 
'mff^ .30 in Breadth, and has a very capacious Tower, 
^j^'Ante-Chapel. But large as it is at prefent, it has 
thought, from its whole Appearance, and from the 
^^in. and -Manner of the Arches clofed up in the Wall 
^ie.\^eft End, on each Hand of the great Window, 
'.l^ve Been built with a View to a farther Addition of 
lave and Side-Iiles ; the prefent Building being no 
fe than the Choir, and Crofs-ffle. Such a Defign 
more eafy to be made- than executed, and after all, 
:' likely reached no farther than to the carrying on- 
'Building, as far as it went, in thp Cathedral Manner, . 
[ the 'Chapel are the Monuments of Sir 1^ homos Bod- 

Hz ^Cy» 
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ley. Sir Henry Sai/ille, Bilhop Earle^ and fome others. In 
the Antc-Chapel, befides the reft, by the North Door, 
is that of Mr, Anthony Wood, the famous Antiquarian. 
And near the Entrance into the Chapel is a very neat 
though fmall one, for the late Warden Dr, Wyntk and 
his Sifter. 

The Hall is between the firft and the inner Court ; 
and the Library in the fmall old Quadrangle, South of 
the Chapel, and is well fumifhed with ancient and mo- 
dem Books and Manufcripts. 

The Gardens are very pleafant, haying the Advan- 
tage of a Profpeft of the adjacent Walks and Country 
from the South Terras. 

This Society, confifling; of a Warden an^ about the 
fame Number of Scholars or Fellows as at prefent, was 
£rll placed at Maldon in ^urry, (but with a Provifioi^ 
for the Abode and Refidence of the chief Part of them 
here in Qxfird) Apno 1 264, the ^8th Year of King 
Henry the Third, by Walter de Mertm^ foi^ietime 'Lk^^L 
Chancellor al England ^ and then after ^ifhop pi Roffy/^ 
ter : The Jnftrument of Endownient, wjth the Sta^tutes 
tinder the Broad Seal, the Founder's, the Biftpp of ^e 
Diocefe's, and that of his Chapter, being at this Time 
in the College Treafury, and deemed to be the firfl 
Charter of the Kind in Europe. Not iong after, wx. 
the Year 1 267, he gave the Statutes in Hieir prefent 
Form, transferring the whole Society from Maldon to 
St, John Baptifi*^ Street, in Oxford, and placing them 
in a Houfe or College he had built there. The Sta- 
tutes then given were fuperfeded for ^ fhort Time by 
an intermediate Charter with others in 1270, but were 
replaced and finally eflabliihed under the Broad Seal 
and his own. Anno 1274, ^^^ fccond of the Rdgn of 
King Edward the Firft. 

Such was the Original of this ancient Society, by 
the(e Charters, five hundred Years iince, incorporated, 
and endowed with almofl all the Lands they at this 

Time 
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TiriiC po^efs, and provided with the fame Statutes 
which, without any Alteration or Addition, they are 
now governed by. 

Thefe, by the Recourfe had to them, were of much 
Ufe to the After-Foundations both here and in Cam" 
hridge^ and indeed to thofc likewife which 'have the 
Precedency *. And with fo much Prudence was this 
College founded, that King Edivani the Firft recom-' 
mended it to Htigh de Baljham^ Bifhop of Ely ^ as a Mo- 
del for his intended Munificence in Cambridge^ accord- 
ing to which Peer-Heti/eJCf the fir ft College was after- 
wards eredled in that Univerfity. And farther, it is (aid 
of the Founder of Merf off College, that though* in rea- 
lity he was the Founder of only one, by Example he 
was the Founder of all the other Colleges J. 

The Poft-mafters in this Houfe are of a dlftindl and 
different Foundation, which took Place about an hun- 
dred Years after the other, John Williot, S. T. P. who 
was Chancellor of Exefer, and had been Fellow of this 
College, and Chancellor of the Univerfity, giving all 
his Real, and mod of his Perfonal Eilate, for the Sup- 
port and Education of them. Mr. John Chamber y Ci-. 
non of Windfofy and Fellow of Eun^ and once Fellow 
of this College, at his Deceafe in 1604, made Provifi- 
on for two additional ones to be always fent at the No- 
mination and Appointment of the Provoft of King^s and 
Eton Colleges from Eton School. The Number then 
became fourteen : And their Revenues have been fince 

• Univerfity and Ballibl'—-^t\\t\x firft and earlieft S'tatuted, to be 
fcen in $fnith s Annals of Univerfity College, and in Dr; Savage's BaU 
Itofngvi) were of a later Date, and therefore capable of this Advan- 
tage : But fome of their fucceflive ones more plainly had it, and Sir 
Fbil'ip Somervylei in particular, befides the General Form, 6fc. are in 
many Places Word for Word the fame as thofe of this College.

CHRIST CHURCH. 

THIS College merits the particular Obferva- 
tion of Strangers. It confifts of four Coum or 
Squares, viz, i . The great Quadrangle ; 2. Pe^Jnuaur. 
Square ; 3. Canterbury Court; 4. The Chaplain's Court i^ 
and fome other Buildings. 

The ftately Weft Front of the great QtS^^^'^E^^s^ 
magnificent Gofitc Building, 382 Feet in Length, ter- 
minated at each End with two correfponding Turrets. 
Thp great Gate is in the Middle of this Front, and 
over it a beautiful Tower, enriched with Gotbic Or- 
naments, defigned by Sir Chrifttph^ tVfeti^ fcrefted by 
D;*, Felly ^nd admirably correfponding to the Tafte i>f 
the reft of the Buijdings. In this Tpwer hajogs the 
great Bell, called l^om^ OQ thi^ Spuud.of which the Scho- 
lars of the UniveHity are- to retireto their refpedive 
Colleges. Though, the Windows iu: thje' Front arc not 
c;taftly regular, yet fuch are the Grcatuefs of the Pro- 
jtortion^ And the MagnifiQ.eApe.of.jthq Whole, that they 
raife the Admiration of eve^ Spedator^ and h^lp him 
. • ' ' . ' • ■*•••• to 
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to form an Idea of j^e great M^nd of Cardinal Wol* 
S£ Y. In this Quadrangle are the Statues of Q^een Anngf 
Cardinal Woljty^ and Biihop FM\ that of th^ Cardinal, 
by Francis Birdy in the South-eaft Comer is jyftly ad- 
mired as an excelknt Piece of Worknpanfhip. 

The Great Q^^drangle is 264 by 261 Feet in the 
Clear. The Hally which takes up more than half the 
South Side, is confid^rably elevated above therefl, and 
the whole finiihed with a Balluftrade of Stoae. The 
South, Bail, and Part of the Weft Sides, with the nu^* 
nificent Kitchen to the South of the Hail, were er^dted 
by the Cardinal. 

The Eaft and North Sides of this Quadrangle are 
taken up wit^i the Dean's and four of the CanoAs Lodg* 
ings. 

In the Year 1638, the North Side of the grand Qva* 
drangle was begun. On the Reftoration, this Part of 
Building was refumed, by the Diredion and Encou* 
ragement of Dr. Ftll^ tbea Dean of the College; and 
firiiihed Anm 16.65. . 

The Hall is by far the moft magnificent Room of 
the Kind in O^ord^ and perhaps one of the largeft in 
the Kingdom. The Roof is framed of Timber curi- 
oufly wrought, and fo contrived, as to pn)duce a ytry 
grand and noble Effect. There are near 300 Compart, 
ments in the Cornice, which are embellifhed with as 
many Coats of Ar;ns carved and blazoned in their pro- 
per Colours. 

At the upper End of the Hall there is an Afcent of 
three Steps which run through the whole Breadth; near 
which is a beautiful Gothic Window in a Receis^ that 
demands the Attention of the Curious. 

This fuperl? Room is beau^tifi^d, an4 improved, by 
compleating and painting the Wainfcot and Roof, and 
the 44<y^P<^ ^^ ^ gi*^^ Number ^f Portraits of ft^rmer 
Deans, Bifhops, and other g^eat MfX^t tha^ were bred 
Tit tte CpUegej w)]tich are diijpofed roiuD^ tbe Roojn ii^ 
llbA following Manner.

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The Church of this College, which is the Cathedral 
of the Diocefe, is on the Eaft of the Grand Quadran- 
gle, a venerable Strudlure, originally the Church of St. 

The Roof of the Choir is a 
beautiful Piece of Stone-work put up by Cardinal ^#/- 
Jiy^ who alfo rebuilt the Steeple. The 5aft Windo^^r 
was painted by Mr. Prices fenior, of London, after ji 
•Defign pf Sir James Thornhilly reprefenting the Efir 
pbany. In the Dormitory y which is an I fie on the North 
Si^e^of the Choir, is the Tomb of St. FridefiMide, whp 
died A. D. 739. In the fame Place is a Window, cur 
rionfl^ painted, reprefenting St. Peter delivered out of 
Prifbn by tlie Angel: Befide the princip^ Figures, there 
arc a conlidera'ble Number of Roman Soldiers in vari- 
ous fleeping Attitudes, admirably well drawn : And^ 
though a ytry fmall Portion of the Glafs is Aained, .the 
Colours are brilliant, and the Whole appears very livcr 
ly. It was painted by J. Oli*vtr^ in his Eightieth Year^ 
and given oy him to the College in the Year \joOf 
In this and other Pa^s x>f the Church are fome Monur 
naejits^ j;io lefs remarkable for their elegant I/ifcriptioan 
than their bea^uiful Strudlure. 

In the Tower are ten celeiwated ^ells, brought .frofld 
Ofen^ Abbey^ as was the great Bell^ ca^ed Tom, above-* 
xnentioned. 

In this Church Choir Service is pierformed every Dj^ 
at Xen and Five ; e^ccept on Siind^s and Holiday^^ 
when it is at Eight in the Morning. ' 

Three Sides of Pechwatir Court are uniform, defign* 
ed by Dr. Aldrich, then Dean, no lefs famous for his Skill 
in Architedture, than for his Eminence in moft other 
Branches of Knowlege. Each Side contains 1 5 Win« 
dows in Front. The lower Story is Ruftic, in whick 
are three Entrances. The fecond Story, and the Attic 
above it are contained in the Height of the bnie Order» 
which refls upon the Rufiic^ Over the five Middle Win^ 
dows in each Side is a beautiful Pediment, which pro« 

jeds. 
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je£ls, fupportcd by Three-quarter Columns of the Cstme 
Order, as the Entablature and Balluilrade of the other 
Parts are by Pilafters.— On the fourth Side of this Coort 
is a magnificent Library, 141 Feet long, built in the 
Corinthian Order, the Pillars of which are four Feet in 
Diameter. Underneath was intended a Piazza opening* 
to the Square, with feven Arches, and an Afcent of 
three Steps running the whole Length of the Building. 
This Defign has been fince altered, for the more con- 
venient Reception of the great Colle6lion of fiooks be- 
longing to the College. The Wai^^^^oting, Book-cafes, 
and Stucco Work, as well on the Stair- cafe, as in the 
Rooms of the Library, arc very highly finifhed, parti- 
cularly the beautiful Feftoons in Stucco, charged with 
fymbolical Imagery, feverally reprefenting the particu- 
lar Branch of Literature contained beneath. In the 
lower Apartments, both to the right and left, are de* 
poAted the celebrated CoUedion of Piflures gkren to 
the College by General Gui/e ; among which are ibine 
from the Colle^ion of King Charles I. A Portrait by 
Titian. The Flight into Egypt by Guiilo Rent. The Fa. 
mily of the Caracci\ represented in a Butcher*s Shop» 
the moft celebrated Performance of Annihal Caracci^ 
Two Nativities by Titian, Jtfus and %X.,yohn embrac- 
ing by Raphael. A Nativity, by Raphael, The Fable of 
BriShonius delivered to the Nymphs to be educated, by 
Sahfator Rofa. A Venus and Cupids by Titian* St. Fran^ 
lis in a Viiion, fupported by Angels, by AnnibalCaracci. 
An Bcce Homoy by Ludovico Caracci. A Medu/a*& Head. 
by Rubens. The Pale of an Altar, with Figures larger 
than the Life, by Corregio. Two Half-lengths of Wo« 
men, by Domenichino, 

Upon a Pedeftal, in the Recefs on the North Side of 
the upper Apartment, is an admirable Statue of Mr» 
Zocke, formerly Student of this Houfe, by Rouhillac. 

Canterbury Court, formerly Canterbury College, is a 
fmall Court, ' Bail of Peck-water^ confiHing of fome of 

the 
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the old Buildings, though good Apartments, on the 
South Side ; a fuperb arch'd Gateway on the Eaft ; and 
on the Eaft and South, new Buildings for the Students 
and other Members. The Gateway is the Architec- 
ture of the celebrated Mr. Wyatt. 

The Chaplains Court is fituated South-eaf): of the 
grand Quadrangle, on the North Side whereof is a 
large Building of new Chambers ; the Walls of which 
was the Hall or Refeflory of St. Fride/tvide^B Priory. 

The Court of the Grammar School is South of the 
great Quadrangle, having the Hall on the North Side 
of it : Under Part of the Hall is the Common Room, 
very fpacious, in which is a fuperb Marble Chimney- 
piece, and over it an excellent Buft, by^ Ryjbrac^ of Dr. 
Bujhyj formerly Mafter of Weftminfter School, a confi- 
derable Benefactor to the College. Round the Room 
are the Pidlures of feveral of the Mailers of the fame 
School, and other eminent Men belonging to the Col- 
lege. On the South Side is the new Anatomical Theatre, 
credled and endowed by the late Dr. Lee^ Phyfician to 
King George II. at the Expence of 20,000 /. with a 
proper Stipend to the Ledturer, Wc. In it is a fine 
Collection of Anatomical Preparations and Injections. 
There is alfo an elegant Range of Buildings, ufualJy 
called FelVs, looking towards the Gravel Walk. The 
Gravel Walk, planted on each Side with Elms, deferves 
our Notice, being a Quarter of a Mile in Length, and 
of a proportionable Breadth. It commands a pleafant 
ProfpeCt of the Meadows, the Thames, and fome adja- 
cent Villages. 

This College was founded by Cardinal IFolJey, upon 
the Place where formerly ftood the Priory of St. FriJe-^ 
fwidf^ which, with feveral other religious Foundations, 
were diffolved, in order to endow the new College in- 
tended by the Cardinal. The Defign was far from be- 
ing compleated at the Time of the Cardinal's Difgraee, 
little more being built than the Eaft, South, and Part 

of 
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the Weff Sides of the great Quadrangle, and the Kit- 
chen. And as to the Foundation itfelf/ whatever it 
might be at that Time, *tis certain it was afterwards 
leaned, and the Fdrm of k altered two or three Times 
by the King. The- Difgrace of the Cardinal happened 
in the Year 1529, when the K-ing feized upon this Col- 
lege, as well 38 the other Eftates belonging to the Car- 
ifinal. In th« Year i ^32, at the Inftance bf Lord Crom- 
^weUy the King new-modelled the Foundation, and gave 
it the NaBie of King Henry the Eighth's College. This 
was fupprefled in 15+5, and in the Year following, 
1546, the Epifcopal See was removed from 0/eney to 
this College, and the Church of St. Fridefwide confli- 
tuted a Cathedral, by the Name of Chrifi*s Church, 

This Foundation has Continued in the fame Forin 
ever iince« It confiib of a Dean, e^ght Canons, loi 
Students, (four or ii\^ of which are eleded annually^ 
from tVeftmififier School, and the other Vacancies as 
they happen, are filled up by the Canons) 8 Chaplains, 
8 Singing^Men, and as many Choriflers, a Schoolmaf- 
ter, an Ufhcr, an Organift, k^x. Since the Time of 
Q^ieen Elizahethf this College has largely experienced 
the Bounty of feveral Benefactors, particularly Bifhop 
Feilt who left ten Exhibitions of 10 L per Ann, to Coin« 
xhoners, whofe- good Behaviour for a Year fhould re- 
commend them to the Favour of the College, and to 
be held for ten Years from the Time they were nomi- 
nated to them. The loifl: $tudentfhip was added bjr 
WilHam ^hurfton^ Efq; 1663, and is now in the Gift 
of the Vemm Family. Several Exhibitions of 13/. per 
Ann. were given by Lady Holfvrd^ for Scholars educated 
at the Charter^HoHfe i^ and feveral more by other Bene- 
fadlors.

But when the Colleges 
were founded, and ftill more, when the Reformation 
took Place, the liberal Education, now in Uie, brought 
SDoft of the Students to the more convenient Accom* 
modation in Colleges.

The Archited of the Build* 
ing was Sir John Vanhrugh. 

The Front is 348 Feet from Wing to Wing: The

THIS Apartment, which is iituated below ibilr$» 
will aAn-d entertainmcat to the Curious. It is 
fumiihed with a moft elegant and valuable colledion of 
SirefiLeiL China, given to the Old Duke by the Xing 
of Polandy in return for a Pack of Stag-hounds« It 
con^fts of tureensy fets of plate» and fantaftic figures. 
The Colours are remarkably lively, and the Reprefen- 
tations highly natural* Here are likewife fome beau* 
tiful and coftly ^ars, coUeAed at a great expenie by the 
late Duchefs Dowager. . 

The GARDENS are fpacious and agreeable : They 
originally confifted of about ico acres, but the prefcnt 
DrSie has made very large additions and elegant im- 
provements. The noble defcent to the water on the 
ibuth and weft, covered with flowering (hrubs, and 
cmbelliflied with other natural beauties, will hardly 
he parallelled. - 

About the middle of the grand approach, is a mag- 
nificent BRIDGE, chiefly confiding of one arch, in 
the ilile of the. Rialto at Venice : the water is formed 
into a fpacious lake, which covers the whole extent of 
m capacious valley, furrounded by an artificial declivi- 
ty of a prodigious depth, and is indifputahly, both 
Vfiih. regard to its accompanyments and extent, the 
jnoil capital piece of wafer in this kingdom. 

The PARK is eleven miles in circumference, and 
contains many delightful fcenes. The lover of rural 
variety will be entertained here with every dream- 
fiance of beauty, which he can expedt from 'diverfi- ' 
fied nature ; from hill and valley, water and woods. 

In this Park originally flood a royal palace, where 
King Edieldred called a parliametot. Alfred is report- 
ed to have tranflatcd Batius de CunfiUaiom Fbihfopbiig^ 

while 
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^bile refident here. Henry 1. inclofed the Park with 
a wall* the greater part of which is no\V remaining. 
His fuccefibr* Henry II. principally refided at this feat» 
and ereAed in the park a houfe, encompafled with a 
Labyrinth of extntordinary contrivance, for the habi- 
tation of his concnbine Fair Rofamond. This roman- 
tic retreat, commonly ftiled Fair Roiamond's Bower, 
was fituated in the valley/ to the north-weft of the 
bridge, near a remarkable bath, or fpring, called 'ik 
prefent Rofamond's Well. 

The fame King received homage in this palate, from 
Rice Prince of Wales* and his nobles. .He likewife 
knighted his fon Jefiery here* at Kis return from Nor- 
mandy: And foon after he here gave his coaiin, .the 
I^ady Ermengard, daughter of Richard Vifcount Beaa- 
<snont« in marriage to William King of Scotland. 

Edmund, the fecond fon of Edward I. was born 
here, and thence denominated Edmund of Woodftock ; 
as was Edward die Black Prince. The Princefs Eliza- 
beth, afterwards Queen, was here kept a prifoner> un* 
der tiic perfecndons of Queen Mary. 

This Palace fubfifted in its fplendor, and was inha« 
bited by oor Kings, 'till the reign of Charles I. bat 
began to be demolilhed in the fucceeding times of coiy. 
fafion. Its magnificent ruins were remaining within 
the memory of man, near the bridge to the north, on 
the fpot where two elm trees have been fince plai^ted 
as a memorial. 

The Park and Manor of Woodftocfc were grantedj 
widk the concurrence of parliament, by Queen Anne, 
in the fourth year of her reign, to John Duke of Marl- 
borough, and his heirs, in recompenfe of the many il- 
lafbious victories obtained under his command againft 
the French and Bavarian armies ; particularly at Blen- 
heim. ' 

The grant of the Crown, and the fervices of the 
Puke, are fully fpecified on the pedeftal of a ftately

IT is fituated feventeen miles north of Oxford, and 
about four and an half from the Seat of the £arl of 
Litchfield, It (lands on an eminence, and has every:

THIS Apartment is 47 feet long, 25 broad, and 
20 high. It is furnifhed with Tapeflry, which 
for Colour as well as Expreffion, engages the attention 
of the Ctlrious. It is the work of Vanderborght, and 
reprefents the Four Quarters of the World, well ex- 
preiTed by Affemblages of the Natives, in their various 
Habits ""and Employments, except Europe, which is in 
Mafquerade. Over the four doors are the Seafons and 
Elements painted in a very peculiar flyle. Thefe figures, 
in Claro Obfcuro, appear as if flarting from the Can- 
vas. From the vaft expreffion, yet exceeding light tint 
of thefe Piecefe, the Spedlator is at firll fight ready to 
pronounce them Bas Reliefs in white Marble, 

The Chimney-piece is extremely fuperb, compofed 
of rich. Egyptian Marble, executed by Carter. The 
Cornice is Supported by highly carved and polifhed Fi- 
gures of Ceres and Flora, about five feet high : The 
Drapery of thefe Figures, one in the ancient, the other 
in the modem ftyle, as well as theic^ Attitudes, are pe- 
culiarly ftriking and exprefllve. In the centre of the 
Freeze is a raifed Tablet of the Choice of Hercules.
